RUSSIAN AIR CHIEF

MOSCOW, June 28.—The execu- 


tion of 37 more persons for sabot- 
age in the Soviet Far East ~as 
announced today from Khabarovsk, 
bringing to 131 the number of per- 
sons executed in that area. 

The condemned men were said to 
be Trotskyists, Japanese spies and 
“diversionists.” They were convict- 
ed on charges of wrecking Soviet

Far-East Railway operations. All 
were executed immediately after 
the trial, according to the June 20 
issue of the Khabarovsk newspa- 
per Pacific Star, which reached 
Moscow today. 

Other Arrests Reported. 

The unexplained absence of Gen. 
J.L Alksnis, chief of the Soviet air 
force and Vice-Commissar of De- 
fense, from an official welcoming 
party at which he ordinarily would 
have been present led to reports 
he had been arrested. 

Also missing from the reception 
Friday for Dr. Otto Schmidt, on his 
return after establishing a North 
‘Pole air base, was Sigismund Lev- 
anevsky, Arctic flyer, who became 
well known in the United States 
when he flew James Mattern from 
Siberia to Nome, Alaska. Mattern 
was forced down in Siberia on his 
flight around the world in 1933. 
The absence of the two caused 
foreign observers to believe the cur- 
rent wave of arrests in the army 
and in other high Soviet circles was 
continuing. 

Official quarters, however, dis- 
counted the reports, but declined to 
tay where Levanevsky had been 
since his last known flight three 
weeks ago. It was considered pos- 
sible he might be engaged in secret 


preparations for a second Soviet 
Tans-polar flight to the United 
States.

PRIME MINISTER JOINS UNION 
AS AN HONORARY SHOEMAKER 


Chamberlain Follows Family Tra- 
dition Embracing Guild of 
His Forebears.

LONDON, June 28.—Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain became 
a cordwainer, or shoemaker, of the 


City of London today and said he 
was glad that he came of “respect- 
able tradesmen.” 

Following a 200-year-old family 
tradition, the Prime Minister was 
inducted into the medieval guild 
that now is the patron order ot 
the leather industry, its schools and 
charities. 

“I cannot boast of the blueness 
of the blood in my veins,” Cham- 
berlain said as he took the office 
of Honorary Freeman and Livery- 
man. “But I am prouder of being 
descended from respectable trades- 
men, as they were called, than if 
my ancestors had worn shining 
armor and carried great swords.” 

Since a Chamberlain in the leath- 
er and boot business joined the 
guild in 1739, every generation of 
the family has been represented. 


ROOSEVELT AT WHITE HOUSE 
AFTER OVERNIGHT CRUISE 


Will Attend Son’s Wedding and 
Then Spend Fourth at Hyde 
Park, N. Y.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt returned to the 
White House today after an over- 
night cruise from Jefferson Island 
in Chesapeake Bay where he con- 
ferred with congressional Demo- 
crats and Cabinet members over 
the week-end. 

The President will remain here 
only two and a half days before 
leaving with members of his family 
for the wedding late Wednesday 
of his son, Franklin, to Miss Ethel 
du Pont at Greenville, Del. 

From there the President will go 
to his mother’s estate at Hyde 
Park, N. Y., to. remain over the 
Fourth of July. 

Shortly after reaching the White 
House, the President arranged a 
morning calling list.

Non-Strikers | Unmolested 
for Most Part as They 
Go Back to Jobs Under 
State Police Guard. 


PICKETS BOO AND 
JEER EMPLOYES 


Troopers Escort Six Work-| 


ers to Safety When They 
Are Threatened by Crowd 
in Leaving Plant. 


By the Associated Press. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 28. — 
Hundreds of workers returned to 
their jobs today at the Cambria 
plant of the Bethlehem Steel] Cor- 
poration, where a strike of the steel 
workers’ union has been in progress 
for, 17 days. 

Most of the non-strikers were un- 
molested but a crowd jeered and 
booed workers of the night shift 
leaving the plant at the Upper 
Franklin gate. 

State police escorted to safety six 
Negro workers menaced by the 
crowd. A brick was thrown through 


the window of a street car which 
two of the Negroes boarded. 
Quiet at Other Gates. 

Quiet prevailed at other prin- 
cipal gates of the mills, which are 
scattered for more than seven 
miles along the Conemaugh River. 

F. E. Howells, superintendent at 
the company’s lower gate in Frank- 
lin Borough, the principal entrance, 
said 900 men rode to work this 
morning in trolley cars. 

“About an equal number arrived 
in automobiles,” he said. He said 
the number of men reporting today 
was “just about normal.” 

Capt. William A. Clark, in charge 
of State police assigned to strike 
duty, said the total number of pick- 
ets at all entrances was about 250. 

There was no immediate official 
estimate from the corporation on 
the total number of workers who re- 
turned to their jobs. A company 
spokesman said every department 
“is in substantial operation.” 

Most of the pickets had assem- 
bled at the Lower Franklin gate. 
One woman spat in the face of a 
non-striker. Police reprimanded 
and then released her. 

Burgess Michael Sewark of 
Franklin Borough, said he received 
reports that two non-strikers had 
been beaten after returning to their 
homes from the plant. 

Plant Re-opened Saturday. 

The plant re-opened Saturday aft- 
er Gov. George H. Earle removed 
military restrictions during which 
only a maintenance crew was al- 
lowed in the mills. It was esti- 
mated that between 4000 and 5000 
men went into the plant Saturday. 

This is the first day since the re- 
opening that the plant was to oper- 
ate on regular schedule. Production 
is normally curtailed over Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

A crowd estimated at 2500 gath- 
ered yesterday in a park three miles 
from Johnstown to hear James 
Mark and other strike leaders. 

Mark declared, “We have just be- 
gun to fight to get a contract with 
Bethlehem Steel.” 

He added, “Go out on those picket 
lines—you will be given assist~nce 
by our friends.” He said he re-- 
ferred to members of the United 
Mine Workers of America, who 
have bolstered picket lines on sev- 
eral occasions. 


Minister Assails Lewis. 


Dr. John Hubert Stanton, pastor 
of Westmont Presbyterian Church 
and member of the citizens’ com- 
mittee, declared in a radio address 
that “The Committee for Industrial 
Organization had resorted to -o- 
ercion and violence after failing to 
get their organization started by 
peaceful means.” 

The citizens’ committee sponsored 
advertisements in 40 newspapers 
protesting against military restric- 
tions and the closing of the mill. 

“We hereby serve notice on Mr. 
John L. Lewis and all his lieuten- 
ants,” Dr. Stanton said, “that as 
long as they continue to encourage 
invasion of our city (by miners) 
we intend to use every facility at 
our disposal in our city, State and 
country to arouse public indigna- 
tion and to create public sentiment 
against them. 

“There is one thing people despise 
everywhere and that is a poor 'o3- 
er. If I were Mr. Lewis and had 
taken as .ound a licking as he has 
taken in Johnstown I would acx- 
nowledge defeat and try to organ- 
ize some other industry.”

MAYOR WILL SIGN 
TAX BILLS UNLESS 
DELINQUENTS PAY 


| Announices He Will Wait 


and See Whether $7,- 
000,000 Is Raised in Col- 


lection Campaign. 


HAS 20 DAYS IN 
WHICH TO USE VETO 


$1,131,000 Received So 
Far in Back Levies — 
Central Trades Opposed 


to Revenue Program. 


Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day that he would sign the four 


special tax bills passed by the 
Board of Aldermen last Friday, un- 
less $7,000,000 in delinquent’ real 
estate and personal property taxes 
are collected by the end of the 20- 
day period in which he might exer- 
cise the veto power. 

The amount collected to date 
since June 10, when the State law 


‘remitting penalties became effec- 


tive, was $1,131,912, leaving $5,868,- 


088 to Be collected in the next 18 
days. The period during which full 
remission of penalties is made ends 
Wednesday. The city receives about 
half the collections, the rest being 
for the State and schools. 

“Unless these tax collections are 
made,” the Mayor said, “I think I 
should sign the bills to keep faith 
with the Board of Aldermen.” 

The bills levy taxes of 1 cent a 
package on cigarettes, increase the 
|City gasoline tax from 1 cent to 
'1% cents a gallon, tax admittance 
| tickets for amusements and place 
| 2 per cent tax of grees advertis- 
Ing receipts of newspapers. 
| Added revenue is required to bal- 
| ance the city’s current budget, pro- 
vide $1,000,000 for relief needs and 
wipe out the record deficit of $2,- 
017,590 in last year’s budget. 


Mason Calls Taxes “Oppressive.” 


President William L. Mason of 
the Board of Aldermen called the 
taxes “oppressive” and “a gross in- 
justice” in a statement today set- 
ting forth the position of members 
of the board. He declared the Alder- 
men voted for the bills because both 
Comptroller Nolte and Mayor Dick- 
mann asserted they would be nec- 
essary unless delinquent tax pay- 
ments provided needed revenue. 


Mason added that if tax collec- 
tions warranted, the board at its 
next meeting, July 8, might recon- 
sider its vote in passing the bills at 
its last meeting. 

“Of course,” he said, “the only 
thing that will enable the city to 
dispense with these taxes is for a 
large percentage of those who are 
now delinquent in payment of <:eal 
estate and personal taxes to come 
in and pay these taxes. 


“This would enable us to avoid a 
gross injustice to persons who will 
be subject to these new taxes and 
who would not be burdened but fur 
the delinquency of their fellow citi- 
zens.” 


Central Trades Opposition. 

Opposition to the four bills was 
expressed yesterday by the Central 
Trades and Labor Union 'n a reso- 
lution urging veto of the bills. The 
resolution was adopted by a vir- 
tually unanimous vote at the or- 
ganization’s regular meetirg at 1411 
North Grand boulevard, 

William J. Gibbons, president of 
Typographical Union No. 8 intro- 
duced the resolution and in support 
of it declared that if the proposed 
2 per cent tax on gross advertising 
receipts of newspapers and other 
publications went into effect, many 
magazine publishers would move 
their business from St. Louis. 


This, he said, would cause many 
members of his union to lose their 
jobs. Taking a _ divergent view,

Robert Irwin, Taken to 
New York From Chicago, 
Hires Samuel Leibowitz 
to Defend Him. 


ARRAIGNMENT SET 
FOR WEDNESDAY 


Strangler of Modei Sure He 
Will Escape Execution 


Because He Has Been in 
““Nut House.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—Robert 
Irwin, sculptor and former divinity 
student, was held without bail to- 
day in two brief court appearances 
and hired a lawyer to defend him 
on murder charges in the killing of 
Veronica Gedeon, artist’s model, 


and two other persons, on Easter 
Sunday. 

The lawyer, Samuel Leibowitz, 
announced Irwin had retained him 
as counsel and immediately won a 
postponement of arraignment until 
Wednesday. 

Irwin, held for strangling Miss 
Gedeon and her mother and kill- 
ing a roomer in their home with an 
ice pick, was before Magistrate 
Brough in. Homicide Court barely 
a minute, 

A short while before, he had ap- 
peared in police lineup, outwardly 
calm—again for only a minute. 

Police Commissioner Lewis J. 
Valentine and District Attorney 
William C. Dodge announced they 
would ask the grand jury for three 
indictments for murder, 

A defendant must be adjudged 
sane to be convicted of murder in 
the first degree, for which the pen- 
alty is death in the electric chair. 
Irwin is a former inmate of an 
insane asylum. 

Arrest in Chicago. 


Irwin, 29 years old, was arrested 
in Chicago Saturday night, 12 hours 
after he had surrendered in the of- 
fices of the Herald and Examiner, 
Chicago newspaper. He was 
brought here by airplane last night 
in custody of New York detectives 
after waiving extradition. 

The grand jury, Valentine and 
Dodge said in a joint statement, 
will be given a detailed statement 
which Irwin dictated to the Herald 
and Examiner, confessing all three 
murders, as well as additional state- 
ments made to Chicago and New 
York police. 

All three killings were “accident- 
al,” Irwin is quoted as saying in 
the Chicago statement. He declared 
he went to the Gedeon apartment 
intending to murder Miss Gedeon’s 
sister, Mrs. Ethel Kudner, and no 
one else. 

Irwin confidently predicted he 
would be saved from the electric 
chair because he had spent several 
years.in what he called “the nut 
house.” 

The confession made to the Chi- 
cago newspaper apparently was ac- 
cepted by the New York police, for 
Valentine and Dodge said: 

“He (Irwin) further stated that 
the statement which he made to 
the newspaper in Chicago was re- 
vised and corrected by him, and 
signed by him, and that that state- 
ment was a correct statement.” 


In Cleveland Most of Time. 


Despite a wide distribution of 
circulars for his apprehension, Ir- 
win had worked unnoticed in a 
Cleveland hotel from April 8, fol- 
lowing the murders of March 27, 
until last Thursday, A kitchen maid 
then recognized his picture in a de- 
tective magazine, asked him about 
his identity, and he fled. 

He arrived in Chicago Saturday 
morning, roamed the _ streets, at- 
tended a movie and then, late in 
the day, walked into the newspaper 
office. Full details of what hap- 
pened between then and his arrest 
Sunday afternoon were not made 
public.

Succumbs From Streptococcic 
Infection at Hospital; 
67 Years Old. 


Referee {!n Bankruptcy John A. 
Hope died today at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital of a streptococcic infection of 
the bloodstream, following an ill- 
ness of three months. He was 67 


years old. 
He was taken to the hospital April 


10 and was discharged several 
weeks later, returning to his office 
May 10. Ten days later, however, 
he was forced to return home. He 
was take nto the hospital last Sat- 
urday and received a blood trans- 
fusion yesterday. He resided at 5711 
Chamberlain avenue. 

Born on a farm near Jackson, 
Mo., he was educated at Southeast 
State Teachers’ College, Cape Gi- 
rardeau, and at William Jewell Col- 
lege, Liberty. After reading law in 
the office of a relative at Jackson, 
he was admitted to the bar in 1891. 

In 1906, he came to St. Louis. He 
had a general law practice, appear- 
ing as attorney in a number of 
bankruptcy suits, before his ap- 
pointment to succeed the late Wal- 
ter D. Coles, who resigned to ac- 
cept appointment as a Judge of the 
Missouri Supreme Court. During 
the administration of Gov. Folk, 
Mr. Hope served on the board of 
managers of the Farmington State 
Hospital, 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Susan B. Hope; two daughters, Mrs. 
Mary Hope Briggs and Miss Ethel 
Hope, and a son, Brandom Hope, 
his law partner. The body will be 
taken to Jackson for burial.

$60,000,000 RESTORED IN BILL 


Senate Reverses Self on Soil Con- 
servation Item. : 

WASHINGTON, June 28. —\The 
Senate agreed without debate to- 
day to restore $60,000,000 which it 
cut last month from a $500,000,000 
appropriation to finance soil con- 
servation act operations. 

The action came in adopting a 
Conference Committee report on the 
$630,000,000 Agriculture Department 
supply bill for the fiscal year, be- 
ginning July 1. 


SENATE ACCEPTS 
RELIEF MEASURE 


House Approval Will Complete 
Congressional Action on 
$1,500,000,000 Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 28. — The 
Senate accepted today a conference 
agreement on the administration’s 
$1,500,000,000 relief bill. 

The House approvai will 
plete congressional action. 

By eliminating an item for un- 
specified “miscellaneous projects,” 
the conferees cut the P W A funds 
from $367,000,000 to $359,000,000. 

Few other important changes 
were made in the bill. Congression- 
al leaders said they expected to 
place the measure before both 
houses for final approval today. 

The Conference Committee elim- 
inated a provision which would 
have required the Works — 
Administration to make public ‘the 
names, positions and salaries of all 
administrative officers. This pro- 
vision had been written into the 
bill at the request of Senator Davis 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, who contend- 
ed it would stop use of W P A 
jobs of “political purposes.” 

The National Resources Commit- 
tee, a planning board which has op- 
erated largely with relief funds, 
was exempted from a clause which 
limits administrative costs of all 
agencies using relief money to 5 per 
cent.

BANKHEAD ACT REFUNDS 
OF $3,500,000. ORDERED 


U. S. Court of Appeals Says Cotton 
Farmers Were Coerced to 
Buy Certificates.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The 
United States Court of Appeals held 
today that 100,000 cotton producers 
were entitled to more than $3,500,- 
000 in refunds for cotton tax ex- 
emption certificates they bought 
under the repealed Bankhead Act. 
The Court said the cotton farmers 
were coerced to buy the certificates 
under threate of a confiscatory tax. 

The Bankhead Act was repealed 
after the Supreme Court invalidat- 
ed its basic principles in holding 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
unconstitutional. 

The Court of Appeals ruled on 
suits brought by two Alabama and 
two Mississippi cotton planters 
against Ernest L. Deal, manager of 
the national surplus cotton tax ex- 
emption certificate pool; Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace, W. A. Ju- 
lian, treasurer of the United States, 
and Comptroller Payne and Ad- 
ministrator Davis of the defunct 
AAA.

in the four-week-old labor strife. 

Townsend has said he would not 
accede to the request of Mayor An- 
drew Rooney of East Chicago for 
National Guard troops to maintain 
order when the mills reopen. 

The Governor hopes to get the 
strikers to agree to go back to 
work pending the outcome of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
hearing on charges that the two 
steel companies have violated the 
Wagner Act in refusing to sign a 
collective bargaining contract. 

About 2500 pickets marched be- 
fore the gates of strike-bound plants 
of the Inland and Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube companies today. 

The strike sympathizers wore 
identifying arm bands and parad- 
ed in an orderly manner. 

The Governor has held long con- 
ferences for the last three days 
with company officers, representa- 
tives of non-strikers, leaders of the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee of the CIO and civil authorities.

VETO FRENGH AND 
BRITISH PATROL 


Rome Spokesman Declares 
Two Governments Can- 
not Accept New Spanish 
Neutrality Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 28.—Italy and Ger- 
many will not accept a complete 
French-British international neu- 
trality patrol of Spain, an authori- 
tative spokesman declared today. 

The announcement came on the 
eve of a Non-Intervention Commit- 
tee meeting to consider steps for 
closing the gap left in the patrol 


-by the withdrawal of German and 


Italian warships. 

Neither the Rome-Berlin Gov- 
ernments nor “Europe in all its 
sane and vital parts” could accept 
the French-British plan, declared 
Virginio Gayda, editor, who fre- 
quently mirrors Premier Mussolini’s 
opinions. 

“Nothing can be done” in Europe 
and “especially in the Mediterra- 
nean” without Italy and Germany, 
he wrote in a two-column editorial 
in the newspaper Giornale d'Italia. 

A joint French-British patrol of 
Spanish waters without co-opera- 
tion from other governments 
would be advantageous to the Span- 
ish Central Government, Gayda 
said. 

The reasons, he said, are Britain’s 
“partisan attitude” against the 
Spanish insurgents and, particular- 
ly, France’s alliance with Soviet 
Russia. 

Withdrawal of Italian and Ger- 
man warships from the non-inter- 
vention patrol did not preclude 
their being, maintained in Spanish 
waters, Gayda asserted. 

Neither did withdrawal mean 
Rome and Berlin would abandon 
their “responsible function” in those 
seas, he added. 


Hitler Says He Will Take Independ- 
ent Action in Spain. 

WURZBURG, Germany, June 28. 
—Reichsfuehrer Hitler declared 
yesterday that Germany  hence- 
forth preferred independent action 
to protect itself from incidents off 
the Spanish coast. 

The European Non-Intervention 
Committee, he told a party rally 
of 200,000 Nazis, demonstrated its 
ineffectiveness by failing to act af- 
ter the cruiser Leipzig allegedly 
was attacked by a Spanish Govern- 
ment submarine. (Valencia denied 
the attack.) 

“Every cat can burn its paws 
once,” he told the cheering audi- 
ence. “Every man can make a mis- 
take once. But only fools make 
it a second time. 

“Neither 1 nor the German Nna- 
tion has any desire to enter upon 
such a danger a second time.” 

Germany last week withdrew its 
warships from the non-intervention 
patrol after the Leipzig incident, 
because Great Britain and France 
declined to support a naval demon- 
stration off the Spanish coast as a 
warning to the Madrid-Valencia 
Government. : 

Hitler criticised both the com- 
mittee and the foreign press. He 
said that after the pocket battle- 
ship Deutschland was attacked by 
two Spanish Government planes in 
May, with loss of 31 lives, and Ger- 
many replied with bombardment of 
Almeria there was condemnation 
for Germany. 

“I am always willing to learn,” 
Hitler said with sarcasm. “So after 
the Leipzig incident Germany ap- 
pealed to the committee with the 
result that this body did not heed 
German demands.” 

This, he said, has proved clearly 
what Germany would face in the 
event of a more serious affair.”

One 
is that gasoline fumes in the hatch, 
which are explosive when mixed 
with air, were ignited by a spark 
when Martin started the engine. 
The other is that fumes from a 
varnish remover which Martin had 
used on the inside of the boat, 
caught fire. 

The only witness at the inquest 
was Harry J. Riemann, 5968 North 
Point boulevard, owner of the boat 
harbor. He said that he had 
opened the hatch on Martin’s boat 
Saturday morning and noticed an 
odor of gasoline and varnish re- 
mover. He added that Martin had 
an auxiliary gasoline tank in the 
fore part of the iaunch which he 
thought was open. 

Riemann said he had known Mar- 
tin’s launch for about seven years 
when it belonged to the previous 
owner. He said it was about 27 
years old and powered with an old 
automobile motor. 

Trapped in Cabin. 

Mrs. Wilson, who was 21 years 
old and a bride of three months, 
apparently was trapped in the 
cabin of the boat and burned to 
death. Her body was not recov- 
ered until firemen had _ extin- 
guished the flames, which had al- 
most consumed the entire boat.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 28. — 
Counsel for John J. (Spot) Reagan, 
| whose conviction and 15-year pris- 
|} on sentence for murder was upheld 
'last Monday by Division No. 2 of 
‘the Missouri Supreme Court, today 
filed a motion for a rehearing of 
'his appeal. 

The motion, calling attention to 
the fact that the opinion was 
written by Commissioner James A. 
Cooley and adopted by the three 
Judges of Division No. 2, questions 
the authority of the Legislature in 
creating the Supreme Court Com- 
mission, asserting it violates Rea- 
gan’s constitutional rights. It con- 
tends also that the Supreme Court 
placed a “most strained and nar- 
row construction” on the statute 
governing motions for new trials 
which replaced the old “snot-gun 
motion” section and requires that 
assignments of error must be set 
out in detail.

BROADER GIVIL SERVICE 


'President’s Board Would Take | Full 
Most Federal Jobs Out | 


of Spoils System. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—Ex- 
perts of President Roosevelt’s Com- 
mittee on Administrative Manage- 
ment recommended yesterday that 
the civil service be extended to in- 
clude all Government jobs except a 
few policy-making positions. 

They proposed also that the pres- 
ent Civil Service Commission be 


abolished and succeeded by a single 


administrator under a non-political 
board of seven. The board would 
be appointed by the President, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Senate. 
The report, a 75-page document 
which explored many personnel 
problems, was prepared by Floyd 
W. Reeves of the University of Chi- 
cago and Paul T. David, director of 
studies of the Vocational Educa- 
tional Committee. 

Would Bar Party Leaders. 
To prevent “the practical politi- 
cal problem of the patronage” from 
to “the 
democratic ideal of equality of op- 
portunity in accordance with merit,” 
the experts recommended that ap- 
pointments be as far removed from 
politics as possible. 
They suggested that, in naming 
the Civil Service Board, the Presi- 
dent be forbidden to appoint any- 
one who within the preceding five 
years had been a member of any 
party committee or who had been 
a candidate for any public office. 
The principal duty of the board 
would be to select other boards to 
examine applicants for Govern- 
mental posts, including that of the 
Civil Service Administrator. The 
top board would receive no salaries, 
but would be reimbursed for time 
and expenses. 

Would Divide Job Groups. 
“All high administrative positions 
in the various establishments should 
be divided into two groups, one def- 
initely policy-forming in the political 
sense, the other purely administra- 
tive and non-political,” the report 
said. 
“The non-political group in each 
department or similar agency 
should be headed by a well-quali- 
fied non-political executive officer 
equivalent in rank to an undersec- 
retary. 
“The high non-political positions 
should be filled in accordance with 
the civil service rules as rapidly 
as feasible, in order that adherence 
to a merit basis may be self-evident 
and self-sustaining.”

on a single proposal. 

Foes Discuss Sidetrack Coup. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
one of the leading foes of the 
Roosevelt measure, announced that 
if there continued to be a distinct 
difference of opinion in the com- 
mittee he would recommend the 
creation of a special committee to 
“study the whole judicial system 
and report back at the next session 
of Congress.” 

Burke said he would suggest this 
“after the court bill has been re- 
committed.”

The suit, under the declaratory 
judgment law, is a request by the 
six plaintiff insurance companies | 
that the court interpret the staute 
governming illegal practice of law 
as it applies to their practices. 
| Defendants in the case are Boyle 
G. Clark of Columbia, chairman of | 
the Bar Committee of Missouri, and | 
members of the State Bar Advisory | 
Committee, who recentiy have in- 
stituted several suits against in- 
/'surance companies in Missouri, al- | 
| leging illegal law practice by ad- 
| justers. 

Decision Will Have Broad Effect. 


| William L. Hoggsett of Kansas 
| City, chief plaintiff counsel, de- 
'clared in his opening argument 
that the decision in the case will 
affect far more than insurance 
firms. He asserted that if the Bar 
Committee’s present interpretation 
of what constitutes the illegal prac- | 
tice of law is allowed to stand that | 
it can just as well be applied to 
such common-place business trans- 
actions as the sale of a railroad 
| ticket, a farmer selling his live-| 
‘stock or a newspaper n2gotiating | 
(an advertising contract as to an 
insurance adjuster settling a claim. 
| “This Bar Committee,” Hoggsett 
said, “is doing a great deal of fine | 


does applaud. However, in this 
/case, we suggest that it has now 
|gone one step too far when it says 
|a@ casualty insurance adjuster can- 
| not settle claims. | 
“We are not contending,” Hogg- | 
sett continued, “that laymen should 
be permitted to practice law, what 
|we say is that our lay employes 
have not been practicing law.” 
Pointing out that the insurance 
companies are licensed and express- 
ly permitted to conduct their type 
of business under State § statute, 
| Hoggsett contended there is “im- 
| plied power to do all the things nat- | 
urally and reasonably incident to 
'this business, including the settle- 
'ment and investigation of claims 
' and the obtaining of releases. These | 
are just as incidental to the insur- 
ance business as operating a train 
is to the railroad business.” 


New Code Adopted. 


Hoggsett announced that, at a 
conference in St. Louis last month, 
the plaintiff companies adopted a 
new code of practice which required 
an attorney in each district office, 
_prohibited lay adjusters from ex- 
pressing opinions on legal ques- 
tions and also prohibited laymen 
from trying workmen’s compensa- 
| tion commission cases. Adoption of

BERLIN, June 28.—Gen. Her- 


mann Wilhelm Goering, virtual dic- 
tator of Nazi Germany’s four-year 
plan for self sufficiency, and Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, economic minis- 
ter, demanded today a share for 
Germany in the world’s raw mate- 
rials and world trade and the re- 
turn of war-lost colonies. They ad- 
dressed the 1500 delegates from 40 
countries to the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which opened 
its convention at Berlin’s famous 
Charlottenburg Opera House. 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler led 
the applause from the President’s 
box.

German Veterans Applaud

CASSEL, Germany, June 28.—En- 
gland stole the show at a rally of 
150,000 German war veterans yes- 
terday when two British speakers 
made impassioned pleas for under- 
standing between Britain and Ger- 
many. 

Under the influence of their ap- 
peal, the big open air gathering 
closed with cheers for King George 
Vi—an unusual proceeding in Ger- 
many, where, since the consolida- 
tion of Nazi power, all public dem- 
onstrations regularly close with 
cheers for Adolf Hitler only. 

No foreigner was scheduled to 
speak at the rally, at which the 
principal oration was by Heinrich 
Himmler, Reich leader of the SS, 
or Hitler’s guard troops. However, 
immediately after the officially ap- 
proved program was finished and 
before the veterans could disperse, 
their leader, Col. Reinhard, an- 
nounced two British guests would 
speak. 

Deep Respect for German Fighters. 

They were Col. George A. Cross- 
field, representing the British Le- 
gion, and Capt. Roy Fyers, personal 
Adjutant of the Duke of Connaught. 

Col. Crossfield emphasized that, 
regardless of any differences  be- 
tween the two nations, “your com- 
rades of the British Legion have 
the deepest respect for the German 
front fighters.” 


British veterans, he said, agree 
with German veterans that “every 
youth must be taught above all to 
love his own country and to de- 
fend it with his life—but also that 
this is no reason for hating other 
countries.” 

Capt. Fyers announced he 
brought by special command of the 
Duke of Connaught a decoration 
for the flag of the Duke’s old Ger- 
man regiment—the Zeithen Hus- 
sars.

Italian Delegation Present.

The German veterans’ rally, an 
annual affair, was significant this 
year because Himmler took part for 
the first time and stressed the close 
relation between his SS and the 
veterans and between both of them 
and the Reich’s army. 

A battalion of the SS and units 
of the army, navy and air force 
took part in the rally. 

The aged Field Marshal, August 
von Mackensen, successful war-time 
leader on Germany’s eastern fronts, 
received a special ovation as he re- 


viewed the veterans and the troops.

RABBI ATTACKS BRITAIN'S 
POLICIES IN PALESTINE 


Zionist Leader Says English Have 
Failed to Protect Jews in 
Holy Land.

NEW YORK, June 28.—American 
Jewish leaders who will select de!e- 
gates to the International Assembly 
of the World Zionist movement to- 
day considered criticism directed at 
Great Britain’s administration of 
Palestine. 

The criticism was voiced by Rab- 
bi Abda Hillel Silver of Cleveland, 
who declared Jews must not permit 
themselves to be the victims of “in- 
ternational gangsterism and polit- 
ical racketeering.” 

Rabbi Silver charged the British 
Government with failure to carry 
out its pledges to the Jewish people 
in the re-establishment of the Jew- 
ish National Home in Palestine.

U. S. ENDING FISCAL YEAR 
WITH 36-BILLION DEBT 


Expected Deficit for Period $2,670,000,000— 
Economy Effort to Fall $200,000,000 
Short of Goal. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Treas- 
ury figures indicated today that 
the administration’s effort to cut 
expenditures for ‘the fiscal year 
ending Wednesday would fall about 
$200,000,000 short of its goal. 

When President Roosevelt in- 
structed all departments last April 
to reduce expenses sharply, he re- 
vised his budget to a figure $295,- 
000,000 under the January forecast. 
Treasury reports showed, however, 
that expenditures from last July 1 
through June 24 were $7,883,000,000, 
compared with a revised budget of 
$7,781,000,000, 

Thus the year’s spending already 
has gone $102,000,000 above the re- 
vised estimate. At the current rate 
it will increase another $100,000,000 
or more by Wednesday, the end of 
the fiscal year. 


Figures on Revenue. 


While expenditures have not been 
kept within the April figure, rev- 
enue has been above estimates 
made at that time. Receipts were 
$5,213,000,000 through June 24, and 
are expected by Treasury officials 
to reach about $5,280,000,000 by 
Wednesday, or $56,000,000 over the 
revised estimate. This figure would 


be $550,000,000 under the January 
estimate. 

Officials attributed the decline 
under origina] estimates to failure 
of income tax receipts to meet ex- 
pectations, litigation tieing up rail 
retirement and windfall tax collec- 
tions and a sharp drop in expected 
gift tax revenue. 

On the basis of these estimates, 
this year’s deficit would total about 
$2,670,000,000, exclusive of debt re- 
tirement, compared with a revised 
estimate of $2,557,000,000 and an 
original estimate of $2,248,000,000. 
That deficit would send the public 
debt to about $36,300,000,000. 

Bills for Further Spending. 

Approach of the fiscal year’s end 
focused attention also on plans 
for next year’s spending, with con- 
gressional leaders trying to hurry 
appropriation bills to passage be- 
fore the Wednesday deadline. 
Among the measures awaiting final 
action is the $1,500,000,000 _ relief 
bill, which also contains a two-year 
extension of P W A, otherwise 
scheduled to expire Wednesday. 

Besides the relief bill, appropria- 
tions measures not yet approved in- 
clude those for the military and 
non-military establishments of the 
War Department, the interior bill 
and the agriculture and District of 
Columbia supply measures. 


RAILROAD RETIREMENT TAXES 


Senate Committee Favorably Re- 
ported Bill to Finance Measure. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 28. — The 
Senate Finance Committee today 
reported approval of special taxes 
on railways and their workers to 
finance the Revised Railroad Re- 
tirement Act. 

The measure, passed last week by 
the House, would impose graduated 
levies On payrolls, shared equally 
by the roads and employes, start- 
ing at 5% per cent for three years 
and increasing to 7% per cent by 
1949. Separate legislation to re- 
vise the 1935 retirement act was 
signed last week by President 
Roosevelt.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SIGNS 
BILL EXTENDING C C C 


New Measure Sets Age Limit at 17 
to 23; Enrollment to 
Be Reduced. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed a bill today 
extending the life of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps for three years. 
He also sent to the House a supple- 
mental budget estimate for $350,- 
000,000 to finance the C C C during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

Officials of the C C C said that 
sum would provide for 315,000 corps 
members, including war veterans, 
and 35,000 administrative personnel. 
The present strengths are 350,000 
and 50,000. 

The extension measure changes 
the age limits for regular members 
of the corps from the present 17 to 
28, to 17 to 23. A total of 25,000 vet- 
erans of the World War will be ex- 
empted from the 17-23 provisions. 

As projects are completed, corps 
officials said, the present number 
of camps—1849—will be reduced to 
approximately 1600, due to the re- 


- duction in the size of the corps. 


GEORGES BONNET TAKES 
FISCAL POST IN FRANCE 


Former Ambassador to U.S, 
Arrives in Paris on Special 
Train.

PARIS, June 28.—Georges Bon- 
net, Finance Minister in the new 
French Government, came back 
from the United States today to 
seek a balanced budget. 

Bonnet was recalled from his 
post as Ambassador at Washington 
as soon as the new Cabinet of 
Camille Chautemps was formed, 
The second People’s Front Govern- 
ment hopes he will solve the finan- 
cial crisis. 

He was called immediately to see 
Chautemps and then take his finan- 
cial proposals before a full Cabinet 
meeting. A special train took him 
to Paris after he landed at Cher- 
bourg from the liner Queen Mary. 

On the eve of Bonnet’s arrival, 
his under-secretary, Rene Brunet, 
announced his goal was a balanced 
budget. He said the first step— 
balancing the ordinary budget— 
could be taken this year. 

Vincent Auriol, the retired Fi- 
nance Minister, estimated the ordi- 
nary budget deficit at 4,600,000,000 
francs ($200,000,000). The combined 
Treasury deficit of both the ordi- 
nary and extraordinary budgets has 
been estimated at 36,127,000,000 
francs ($1,600,000,000). ' 

That total, Brunet said, can be 
balanced within three years. The 
regular budget of about $2,211,000,- 
000 does not include the extraordi- 
nary expenses, most of which are 
for defense. 

Bonnet was expected to present 
his declaration of policy to Parlia- 
ment tomorrow along with projects 
to increase taxation and reduce ex- 
penditures. 

As Bonnet boarded the special 
train he told interviewers he was 
“more than ever convinced of the 
necessity for French-American co- 
operation.” He was full of enthu- 
siasm for the United States and 
said, “Frankly, I would have pre- 
ferred to stay there.” 

Chautemps, meanwhile, failed to 
swerve hotel and cafe owners from 
their decision to shut down Satur- 
day in protest against nationwide 
application of the 40-hour week, 
They agreed, however, to confer 
again Thursday.

Joseph Harrington, writing in McCall’s Magazine, 
tells haw he and his wife tried for the better part 
of a year to adopt a child—in vain. He was led into 
investigating the seeming paradox that, whereas the 
orphanages are teeming with children who would be 
far happier in private homes and, whereas there is an 
active demand for the adoption of children, it is very 
difficult to obtain them. 

Mr. Harrington says 10,000 families in one city 
last year applied for children at the approved agen- 
cies, but only 350 applications were granted. In 
1933, there were 281,857 children under care in the 
country, but less than 6000 were released for adop- 
tion.

in gasoline and cigarette taxes. 

It will probably be stated that these 
taxes are to be temporary. But we have 
found from experience that taxes of this 
sort, like the unjust sales tax, are easy 
to collect and will become permanent. 

Gasoline now carries a tax of 4 cents 
and the State Legislature has just added 
another cent, to become effective next 
year. If the city tax is passed, it will 
mean a tax of 5% cents on every gallon of 
gasoline. With all the other excessive 
taxes imposed on automobile owners, it is 


my car. 

Cigarettes now carry a Federal tax of 6 
cents; with the proposed city tax it would 
be 7 cents a pack, or almost two-fifths of 
a cent per cigarette. This is ridiculous.

Simple as it is for Missourians to act, leadership is 
imperative. There must be spokesmen and organ-

They campaigned for it intensively, telling 
the people how it would improve the administration 
of State affairs. The people listened, approved of 
the plan, put it over. 

Without discounting the peculiar confidence en- 
joyed by Senator Norris in Nebraska, it would be the 
height of defeatism to suppose that similar leader- 
ship is not forthcoming in Missouri. There are many 
men of great gifts in this State who are dismayed at 
Missouri’s political degeneration and who would wel- 
come the opportunity to drive the political machines 
from power. There are many such men who would 
be willing to devote their time and ability toward set- 
ting up a new system on the order of Nebraska's. 

The hour for action is here. 

The sins of successive State Legislatures—sins 
both of commission and omission—have become too 
great to be borne. 

Taxes have risen to unprecedented heights, and a 
substantial part of the increase comes from the de- 
mand for political patronage. 

The last Legislature increased the sales tax, which 
bears with peculiar hardship upon the poor, from 1 to 
2 per cent; it made no effort to get new revenue from 
those best able to pay. 

It scorned the public demand for a revision of the 
criminal laws. 

In the face of wholesale election thievery, both in 
Kansas City and St. Louis, it passed a joker perma- 
nent registration law—a law drawn up at the com- 
mand of Boss Pendergast, whose machine thrives on 
violation of the election laws. 

The Legislature held a farcical investigation of the 
insurance scandal, which smells to high heaven, and 
bestowed its benediction on those responsible for it. 

In a hundred different ways, it and its predecessors 
have shown the utmost contempt for things that 
would minister to the public welfare. They have 


spitting a piercing glare along its path 
as soon as the sun goes down.

Schoolboy howlers are among the ancient stand-bys 
of humor, but those in the latest batch are simply 
too killing to be genuine. They have been compiled 
by Harrison M. Sayre, editor of several school pub- 
lications, from among the answers given by 300,000 
students, ranging from the seventh grade to high 
school seniors, in current events tests recently con- 
ducted in 303 cities. 
Among the editor’s haul are such gems as those 
identifying the Chief Justice as Albert Einstein and as 
Hermann Goering, naming Frances Perkins as dictator 
of Russia and Josef Stalin as president of the A. F. 
of L., attributing “Romeo and Juliet” to Eugene 
O’Neill, identifying Alfred Landon as recipient of a 
medal for achievement from President Roosevelt. 
Several students couldn’t identify Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, or said they couldn't. 
All these are funny errors, but they bear all 
the earmarks of bright boys and girls trying to be 
funny. The tests came near the end of the term, 
when prankishness is yearning for outlet, and pre- 
sumably they didn’t count on anybody’s grades. A 
genuine “boner” has certain unmistakable earmarks, 
such as confusing Herbert Hoover and J. Edgar 
Hoover, but naming William Green as head of the 
Irish Free State is pure spoofing. 
High school students may not be up 100 per cent 
on current affairs, but any who say they can’t place 
Roosevelt or Landon are just kidding the quiz. At 
least, faith in the younger generation’s intelligence 
and its sense of humor leads us to think so. 
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CIRCULATION MANAGER MUSSOLINI. 

Attention was called a few weeks ago to Benito 
Mussolini’s astuteness as‘an editor, when his simple 
method of obtaining profitable scoops for his news- 
paper, Popolo d'Italia, was disclosed. This journal fre- 
quently prints editorials written by Il Duce himself, 
giving the official view of a situation. Popolo’s rivals 
are required to call attention to these articles, but 
are not permitted to reproduce or summarize them 
until next day. People who want to keep up with 
affairs simply have to buy the Popolo d'Italia, and 
how the lire roll in! 

It now develops that Mussolini is a pretty wily 
circulation manager, too. The circulation of his pa- 
per is around 500,000, and it is soon to be increased 
to 2,500,000, the largest in Europe, by one stroke of 
the pen: an order requiring every member of the 
Fascist party to become a subscriber. At 75 lire 
($3.94) a head per year, that means an increase of 
$7,875,000 annually in the paper’s revenues. 

Mussolini has won many tributes from his fol- 
lowers for limiting his salary to $5250 a year as 
Premier, and refusing to accept pay for the four 
ministerial portfolios he holds. These little details 
about his private gold mine explain how he does it. 
As to his latest circulation dodge, the same system 
is sometimes used in this country, when the emissary 
of a local boss calls on the trade to suggest that 
they buy the big shot’s beer or baffle boards or Ce- 
ment—or else.

A Few Words to the Graduates 


Changing times have made older generation incompetent to advise the younger, Boston 
merchant says; former standards of success now are outmoded, and service to 
society is seen to be more important than piling up wealth; speaker’ urges youth to 
work for world peace, to solve problems of abundance and to perfect co-operation. 


From a Radio Address by Edward A. Filene, Boston Merchant and Philanthropist, 
Under Auspices of Federal Office of Education and N BC. 


HAVE been asked to answer the all-im- 
] portant question as to how a high school 
graduate, in this great year of 1937, may 


make the most of life. My answer, in three 
words, is: I don’t know. 

Let’s be honest about it. In such chang- 
ing times as these, we of the older genera- 
tion are not equipped to tell the younger 
generation how to live. For the world in 
which we got our experience has passed 
away; and it is up to you to iearn how to 
live in a very different kind of world. 

I might tell you, for instance—and it 
would surely be true—that, if young people 
wish to make the most of life, they must 
be honest and industrious, and they must 
be temperate and clear-minded. Such vir- 
tues are as good as they ever were, but they 
are not enough for you. 

For your world is threatened by world 
war. If you cannot achieve world peace, you 
can’t make much of anything out of life; 
and yet, if you are to have peace, you must 
have what it takes to make peace. Our world 
in 1914 did not. World peace was a problem 
in co-operation on a scale which had never 
been necessary before, and we were not suf- 
ficiently co-operative. We thought in terms 
of our own special interests, and the results 
could not be anything but war. 

You of this generation must learn to think 
of your special interests in terms of social 
interest; for there is no other way to peace. 
You must not only develop the will to co- 
operate, but you must develop the science 
of co-operation; and these happen to be 
things which you cannot learn from us, 


Did our generation make a success in busi- 
ness? 

It is true that we developed the greatest 
and most productive machinery which civili- 
zation ever knew—machinery capable of pro- 
ducing so much wealth that, for the first 
time in human history, it became physically 
possible for every family to have a decent 
living. And then, believe it or not, we were 
so lacking in a social viewpoint that we 
couldn’t run the machines which we had 
set up. We couldn’t keep on going, so we 
shut them down and threw millions of hon- 
est, industrious and competent workers into 
unemployment; and instead of security and 
plenty, we had poverty, misery and fear. 

Is there anything in that business record 
of ours to furnish an inspiration to you? 

Some of us, to be sure, got rich; and with 
our riches, we were able to do a lot of 
things which other people couldn’t do. We 
might drink champagne, for instance, when 
children all over America were crying for 
milk which they couldn’t get. Do you earnest 
and sincere young people want to do any- 
thing like that? I just don’t think so. I 
don't think you would call that sort of thing 
success. At any rate, that game is about 
over now. 

For the people of these United States 
have recently made it plain that they aren't 
going to tolerate that kind of business suc- 
cess much longer. If we are to succeed in 
business from now on, the people have de- 
creed that we must do it in a way which 
will serve the common good. 

In our day, we might simply ask: “In 


which line do people seem to be making the 
most money?” But you, I am sure, in enter- 
ing a business or profession, will want to 
know whether it is coming or going; and 
if it does not promise to serve the people, 
and to serve them better and better as the 
years go by, you may make up your minds 
that there is no future in it. 

And you will not only think of service 
individually, but you will of necessity think 
of it collectively. You will not be asking 
merely the question we customarily asked: 
“How will this proposal affect me and my 
work?” but also, “How much will the people 
generally profit by it?” And if the people 
generally do profit by it, you will find that 
your share of the profits will not only inevit- 
ably be adequate but also that it will be 
yours more safely than it can be in any other 
way in these new times. 


Now, think for a moment of what all 
this means: Always, from time immemorial, 
the masses have had to work hard and long 
on the definite job of keeping themselves 
alive. Prophets and teachers were forever 
calling their attention to higher things; but 
they had no _ resources, no time and no 
energy to devote to these higher things. Be- 
cause of our industrial development, how- 
ever, all that is passing; and the stage is 
now being set, not merely for a new kind 
of economic set-up, but for a new kind of 
human life. 

Liberty is humanity’s most cherished ideal, 
but the people of the world have never had 
such liberty as your generation may enjoy. 
America means opportunity today in a thou- 
sand times greater sense than it ever did 
before. In our America, at best, there was 
freedom to make a living, In yours, if you 
will have it so, there will be freedom for 
every American to make the most of life. 

Let me say in defense of our generation 
that, by developing the machinery of plenty, 
we did at least lay the foundation for the 
social and spiritual order which therefore 
it is now practically possible for you to build. 
In a sense, then, although we did not know 
it, we were co-operating with you. But 
yours is the greater task; and in the very 
nature of the task, you cannot expect much 
worthwhile advice from us, who assumed 
when we were toiling that we were toiling 
merely for ourselves. 

We have been disciplined by work. You 
must school yourselves to rise beyond mere 
work. We have been disciplined by scarcity. 
You must school yourselves to solve the 
problems of abundance We have been disci- 
plined by the struggle to get ahead of oth- 
ers. You must learn how to get ahead with 
others. We have been disciplined by the 
conflict which we thought would never end 
—the conflict of man against man. We 
have now reached a time, however, when 
that war must end, else the machinery we 
have developed will become machinery of 
destruction—used to halt the upward march 
of the human race. 

It is up to you, therefore, to learn a way 
of life—a way of peace, of co-operation and 
of kinship—which we of the older genera- 
tions can scarcely comprehend. 

We who are about to die salute you! 
live the onward-marching human race!

A Civil Service Bill Killed

HE defeat of the Michigan civil service 

bill by the House at Lansing completes & 
rather astonishing record of ignominy.

At worst, the House was expected to be 
shamed into passing it in some form, If it 
had set out deliberately to give the State s 
reputation for benighted backwardness in 
governmental matters, it could not have sue 
ceeded better than by its defeat of this 
measure. 

The political spoilsmen have won, but only 
for the time being. Nobody can make Us 
believe that the citizens of Michigan, hav- 
ing been shown by the Pollock commission 
how the spoils system is costing them at 
least a million dollars a year in taxes, will 
take this defeat lying down. 

The event shows in itself how the spoils 
system tends to make government the pecuk 
iar possession of a tax-supported clique, 
willing to go to any length in defense of its 
perquisites.

MRS. HARRITAN KEEPS

BERGEN, Norway, June 28.— 
Mrs. J. Borden Harriman arrived 
in Norway today to take up her du- 
ties as United States Minister. She 
preserved a diplomatic silence—the 
United States Consul at Bergen 
saw to that, 

Newspaper men asked her if the 
United States was planning to in- 
crease its immigration quotas. The 
Consul, Maurice P. Dunlap, hastily 
intervened to say Mrs. Harriman 
could not give an opinion. 

The Bergen Afternposten, com- 
menting on the incident, declared, 
“Mrs. Harriman seems to be strict- 
ly instructed not .o give positive 
statements.” 

Mrs. Harriman was scheduled to 
arrive in Oslo tonight. 


Mrs. Harriman’s frankness gave 
State Department officials a start 
only five minutes after she took 
the oath of office in Washington, 
May 15.

| of Federal Educational 


Program. 

| DETROIT, June 28.—Just 100 
| years sinc Horace Mann began his 
‘life work of establishing free pub- 
| lie education, 12,000 teachers from 
| throughout the United States today 
| heard Orville C. Pratt, president of 
| the National Education Association, 
| praise him at the opening session 
of the N. E. A.’s seventy-fifth an- 
nual convention. 

Among the problems before the 
teachers today was that of the re- 
lationship of Federal Government 
and state and local educational 
units. Floyd W. Reeves, chairman 
of President Roosevelt’s Advisory 
Committee on Education, told the 
group his committee was now mak- 
ing studies and surveys and hoped 
to have a report ready for the Pres- 
ident and Congress soon. 

A major permanent Federal edu- 
cational program, Reeves said, is 
contained in the Harrison-Black-

ize an initial annual appropriation 
of $100,000,000, to be increased over 
a period of years tc a total of $300,- 
000,000, these sums to be granted 
to the states for the improvement 
of their educational systems. The 
bill has been reported favorably to 
the Senate, but received an unfavor- 
able report from a House commit- 
tee.

ROOSEVELT OPPONENTS 


Bureau Working Up Way to 
Put Court Issue Before Peo- 
ple as Amendment.

NEW YORK, June 28.—The in- 
stitution which gave President 
Roosevelt a large part of his orig- 
inal “brain trust” is ready today, 
to provide ammunition for his op- 
ponents in the congressional fight 
over enlargement of the Supreme 
Court. 

It was Columbia University which 
supplied such former administra- 
tion advisers as Raymond Moley, 
Rexford G. Tugwell and A. A. Berle. 
Now it is Columbia’s Legislative 
Drafting and Research Bureau on 
which opponents of the President's 
court plan depend. 

The bureau has been at work, at 
the request of Senator Edward R. 
Burke, Nebraska Democrat, on a 
quick, simple method of putting the 
court issue before the country in 


the form of a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

The bureau’s plan will be offered 
as a counter-proposal to the Presi- 
dent’s in event the administration 
tries to push its bill through by 
compromise. The court. revision 
plan was disapproved by the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Two Proposed Methods. 

Changing the Constitution has 
proved a lengthy process in thé 
past. Usually years are required. 
The Columbia bureau, headed by 
Law Professor Joseph P. Chamber- 
lain, has evolved two answers for 
quickening the process: 

Submission of an amendment to 
the States in the same way in which 
the prohibition amendment was re- 
pealed. Under this method, the 
amendment would be voted on not 
by state legislatures (the usual pro- 
cedure), but by state conventions 
whose delegates were chosen in 
state-wide elections. It worked so 
smoothly the one time it was tried 
that the repeal amendment was in 
effect nine months after Congress 
passed it in 1933. 

A plan developed by Prof. Noel 
T. Dowling of the bureau staff to 
amend the constitutional amending 
process so as to bring amendments 
to a direct vote of the people. Dow- 
ling suggests thag amendments re 
quire only a majority vote in Con- 
gress instead of the present two~- 
thirds vote; that the issue be sub- 
mitted to all the states on the same 
day, as in a presidential election; 
and that the amendment be de 
clared ratified if it receives a ma- 
jority’vote in the nation as a whole 
and in two-thirds of the states. 

The Columbia Bureau has been a 
recognized authority in its field 
since its founding in 1911 with 
Harlan Fiske Stone, now Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court; John 
Bassett Moore, former Judge of the 
World Court, and Prof. Chamber- 
lain as trustees. 

The legislative drafting bureaus 
of the two houses of Congress are 
offshoots of it, directed by former 
Columbia staff men. More directly, 
the university bureau has been ace 
tive in war, marine and labor legis- 
lation. In constitutional law, its 
most significant works were its 
successful agitation for a Federal

Says Fascist Victory Would Have Ser- 
ious Repercussions There.

MADRID, June 28.—The outcome | 
of the Spanish civil war is certain | 
to have a powerful influence on the | 
future of South America and indi- | 
rectly affect the United States, Fer-| 
nando de Los Rios, Spanish Gov- | 
ernment Ambassador to Washing- | 
ton, said yesterday. 

The Ambassador, completing a 
visit to Madrid, during which he 
went to the front and saw the cap- 
ital’s defenses at first hand, said: 
“There is no doubt that South 
American countries are watching 
with intense interest the outcome 
of the Spanish civil war. To them | 
it is not merely a European strug: | 
gle, but a matter of vital domestic | 
concern, . . A Fascist victory in 
Spain would surely have strong rep- | 
ercussions there.” 

Asked whether this might affect | 
the United States with respect to. 
the Monroe Doctrine and its rela- | 
tions with South American coun- | 
tries, he replied: “There can be no | 
doubt of the influence of race, | 
thought and ideals exercised by | 
Spain over all South American 
countries. Should they see Spain 
influenced by such dictatorial coun- 
tries as Germany and Italy, the ide- 
ology and political influences of 
those two European nations would 
enter South America by way of 
Spain and would have a negative 
effect on the democratic spirit 
which the United States has always 
sought to maintain in the new 
world.” 

Commercially, also, the Ambassa- 
dor said, South American countries 
would feel the influence of a Fascist 
Spain. 

“The three nations which now 
have racial importance in South 
America are Spain, Italy and Ger- 
many,” he continued, “and a tri-

Wheat Prices Advance With Crop 


Deterioration; Corn Also Higher

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. — Domestic 
wheat markets advanced sharply during the 
week ended June 25, influenced by further 


deterioration in the Canadian spri 

crop, threatened rust damage = Ge United 
States and prospects of a somewhat smaller 
European harvest than last season, states 
the Weekly Grain Market Review of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. Rye 
was firmer with wheat, but prospects of a 
moderate European harvest and a contin- 
ued good inquiry for current offerings were 
also strengthening influences. Corn gained, 
re@octing the upturn in wheat, a fair in- 
quiry for the light marketings and a down- 
ward revision in estimates of the Argen- 
tine crop. Oats and barley were unset- 
tled, with a fair inquiry for the light re- 
maining supplies of old grain partly offset 
by increased offerings from the new crops, 

WHEAT—Further serious deterioration 
in Canadian spring wheat, threatened rust 
damage to the domestic crop and the un- 
settled European politica! situation all con. 
tributed to the strength in the wheat mar- 
ket. High temperatures with lack ot 
moisture caused rapid deterioration m the 
Canadian prairie provinces. General con- 
ditions continued favorable in Manitoba and 
beneficial rains were received in Eastern 
Saskatchewan and the Peace River Valley 
of Alberta, but a large part of both prov- 
inces suffered from hot, dry weather. The 
crop appears to be a total loss in Southern 
Saskatchewan, where the third survey ot 
the Manitoba Free Press indicates a com 
plete failure on about 5,000,000 acres. The 
crop is at a critical stage in which con- 
tinued high temperatures and inadequate 
moisture will cause the severest damage. 

European Wheat Crop. 

A Totai European wheat crop outside ot 
Russia of only about 1,472,000,000 bushels, 
or slightly less than last year’s relatively 
small crop, is indicated by trade and offi- 
cial estimates. In Scandinavia and North- 
western Europe crops have improved some- 
what with more seasonable weather, but 
yields below average are indicated. In the 
important Danubian export areas outturns 
below last year are in prospect. Recent 
reports of Russian crops have indicated 
generally favorable conditions, particularly 
in winter wheat areas, although trade ad- 
vices indicate light supplies for export. 

The domestic winter wheat harvest pro- 
gressed northward and marketings in the 
Southwest increased. Stem rust has spread 
throughout the north part of the winter 
wheat area of the Centra! States, particu- 
larly in the Missouri River Valley. Obser- 
vations by representatives of the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quarantine and 
Plant Industry indicate, nowever, that much 
of the hard winter wheat will escape appre- 
ciable damage. Although injury is appar- 
ent in late maturing fields, particularly 
those on low ground, where lodging has 
occurred. ‘The more susceptible soft wheats 
have been severely injured in many locali- 
ties, but the amount of damage will de- 
pend upon weather conditions during the 
next few days. In the spring wheat area 
a sprinkling of stem rust has been found 
throughout Eastern South Dakota and as 
far north as Fargo, N. D., where crops are 
five to 10 days later than norma) and in 
extremely succulent condition. Favorable 
weather conditions will increase its spread 
in that area. 

Cash hard wheat at Kansas City reflect- 
ed the advance in futures, although an er- 
ratic premium basis made comparisons with 
a week ago somewhat confusing. As the 
week closed, the Kansas City market was 
entirely on a new crop basis and showed 
6%c advance to 314c loss, compared with 
last week’s market, which was a combina- 
tion of new and old crop quotations. Ar- 
rivals at Kansas City increased to 997 cars 
and the total at nine winter wheat markets 
expanded to 9393 cars, as compared with 
3800 the previous week and 5534 a year 
ago. Most of the increase was at Texas, 
Oklahoma and Southern Kansas markets, 
where harvesting and movement were 
active. Cutting was rather genera] over 
Eastern Kansas nearly to the Nebraska 
line and marketings from this large pro- 
ducing district were expected to ssodk a 
large volume within the next week. Quali- 
ty of the week’s new crop offerings im- 
proved further, with moisture nearly nor- 
mal and not as important as a price factor 
as earlier. Discounts of ic for each half 
per cent of moisture above 14 per cent 
and ic for each pound test weight under 
60 were applied. Average protein of 871 
cars tested being 14.66 per cent, an un- 
usually high average for winter wheat. A 
year ago the same week the average was 
12.72 per cent protein. Demand as a 
whole was fairly good. Mills offered the 
best outlets, with merchandisers and stor- 
age interests only moderate takers. Public 
elevator stocks began to increase slightly 
as the new grain movement increased and 
more rapid enlargement is anticipated from 
now on. At the close of the week, all pro- 
tein strengths of No. 2 hard winter were 
quoted the same—$1.18% @1.23% per 
bushel. At Fort Worth, No, 1 hard red 
winter was quoted at $1.23%, delivered 
Texas common points, or to Galveston on 
domestic rate. Soft red winter sold 1 to 
2 cents under the hard. The bulk of the 
arrivals was on contract, but an excellent 
demand prevailed locally and from buyers 
in Northern and Eastern states. Some hard 
wheat moved to California mills in contrast

to the recent movement of soft wheat from 
California to Texas mills. The first new 
wheat of the season arrived at St. Louis, 
but other offerings were light and the mar- 
ket Was unsettled.

Domestic requirements totaled around 59.- 
000,000 bushels, indicating an exportable 
surplus of approximately 320,000,000 bush- 
els. Shipments April through June 25 to- 
taled approximate:iy 94,000,000 bushels, 
leaving about 226,000,000 bushels for ship- 
ment during the remainder of the year. 
Estimates of the South African crop have 
been revised downward to 80,000,000 bush- 
els. The export quota of South African 
corn has not been officially announced, but 
trade reports indicate that from 60 to 65 
per cent of the commercial supply may be 
available for export. 

OATS—Oats markets turned _ slightly 
firmer, influenced by the strength in corn 
and wheat, but gains were modified by the 
favorable prospects for the new crop and 
the nearness of harvest. At the close of 
the week, No. 3 white oats were quoted 
at Chicago at 46% @38l¢c, at St. Louis

BARLEY—Bariey strengthened slightly 
as a result of a more active inquiry for 
both feed and malting grades.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Federal 
Reserve Board's condition statement showed 
that member banks in 101 cities resumed 
liquidation of Government securities dur- 
ing the week ended June 23. 

They disposed of $182,000,000 of di- 


rect Government obligations, whittling these 
holdings to $8,734,000,000, or $1,100,000,- 
OOO under the same week last year. 

The banks sold $5,000,000 of fully-guar- 
anteed Federal obligations, bringing these 
holdings to $1,160,000,000, or $142,000,- 
0OO under the same week a year ago. 

During the week ended June 16, the 
banks acquired $298,000,000 of direct ob- 
ligations and disposed of $1,000,000 of in- 
direct securities It was the first week in 
two months in which a net increase of 
Government obligations had been recorded. 

For tne week ended June 23, the board 
said banks’ loans to commerce, industry 
and agriculture secured by securities ag 
collateral increased $1,000,000 to $566,- 
000,000. 

Similar loans otherwise secured and un- 
secured, however, dropped off $19,000,000 
to $3,742,000,000, interrupting a trend 
which has been generally upward for sev- 
eral months. 

The Federal Reserve Board’s 101-city 
member bank condition statement gave the 
following summary of assets and liabilities 
on June 23, together with changes for the 
week and with the same week last year, in 
millions of dollars:

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Sena- 
tor Vanderberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
proposed three amendments to the 
National Labor Relations Act yes- 
terday to insure “industrial peace” 
and protect the rights of “minority 
employes, the employer and the 
public.” 

The amendments would broaden 
the rights of employers under the 
Wagner Act, forbid “unfair prac- 
tices” by labor unions—including 
sit-down strikes—and provide _ se- 
vere penalties for unions which vio- 
lated contracts with employers. 

The aim, Vandenberg asserted, is 
to “produce more effective indus- 
trial peace and prosperity for labor 
and everyone else.” 

“T believe that it is only in some 
such fashion that legitimate labor 
organization can _ protect itself 
against’ excesses from within and 
reprisals from without,” he de- 
clared. “There are four parties to 
a collective bargaining dispute un- 
der the Wagner Act—the majority 
employes, the minority employes, 
the employer and the public. The 
Wagner Act ably defends the first. 
It seems to me that it now must ac- 
knowledge the rights of the other 
three.” 

His Proposed Amendments. 
His amendments would: 
Authorize the employer to appeal 

to the National Labor Relations 

Board for an election t erdotecm 
Board for an election to determine 
the representatives of his employes. 
Under the present law, only the em- 
ployes can demand an election. 

. Require that agreements “result- 
ing voluntarily from collective bar- 
gaining” be set down in writing, and 
permit strikes only when called by 
a majority vote of all employes. If 
any group of employes broke a con- 
tract and refused to correct it upon 
order of the Labor Board, the board 
would be empowered to suspend its 
right of representation. 

Establish a “fair practice code” 
for labor, which would prohibit 
compulsory political assessments on 
union members and require that all

“(1) With four sure and five prob- 
able losers, and the fact that the 
hand could be played in spades 
only, a take-out double, which asked 
for a spade fit, seemed preferable 
to the risky game forcing two clubs, 
even with four and one-half honor 
tricks, Moreover, the double at 
minimum risk virtually assured me 
another chance to bid. 


“(2) Against West’s heart over- 
call North keenly inferred that the 
double cried for a spade fit and 
preferred one spade to two dia- 
monds even with six diamonds. 


“(3) My error. I felt that the 
spade fit insured game and rubber 
and failed to visualize that even 
with only five and one-half-plus 
honor tricks in combined hands, 
second round club control and dia- 
mond ace would yield a small slam. 
And West's one heart suggested 
that North had diamond ace in- 
stead of heart king! Moreover, a 
club asking bid would have tested 
the question without forcing the 
bidding above four spades. 


“Thus, 4 clubs, asking for second 
round club control and a first round 
control outside. I assume that four 
clubs would be earmarked as an 
asking bid and not to be mistaken 
for a “genuine” club bid, especially 
in view of East’s two clubs. 

“Four diamonds, showing second 
round club control and,-in view of 
my singleton king, almost certain 
diamond ace, not void, thus insur- 
ing the small slam. 

“Five clubs, asking for third 
round club control for the grand 
slam, as my losing heart would be 
discarded on diamond ace. 

“Five no trump, showing third 
round club control and making 
seven spades a laydown on the bid- 
ding! 

“Yours truly, - oy A: de. 

“Cambridge, Mass.” 

There is no excuse for kicking a 
man who already has donned the 
fitting garb of sackcloth and ashes. 
My correspondent’s afterthought as 
to the proper bidding of the hand, 
involving the use of asking bids, 
would have worked out beautifully. 
I do not agree, of course, with his 
previous comment that WNorth’s 
spade bid was correct. With only 
five diamonds and four spades this 
would» have been sound strategy, 
but the disparity of six diamonds 
to the ace-ten and four spades to 
the queen-nothing was too great. 
Two diamonds was the correct free 
bid over one heart, South would 
then bid the spades strongly, and 
North would support. An asking bid 
then would show the way to the 
laydown grand slam.

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GAG MEN 


They Are Often Hired to Keep Humor Out of Pictures. 


By Dee Lowrence 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal., June 28. 

AG men in Hollywood studios 
Gere men of many accomplish- 

ments, but even in this age of 
contradictions it is surprising to 
learn that one of their main func- 
tions is to keep humor out of cer- 
tain pictures. To this end there are 
a number of gag men on duty in 
various studios, all industriously 
watching for the comedy touch, 
and deleting it on sight. 

The thin line between sheer com- 
edy and tragedy is so slight that it 
takes a trained mind, attuned to 
laughter-provoking situations and 
lines, to discover it, and to curb 
the tendency of many scenarists to 
over-write serious drama. As an 
elementary sort of an example, take 
a grim story of privation. Our hero 
manfully struggles through storm 
and stress for three reels, bucking 
enormous odds and winning every 
ounce of sympathy he can from the 
audience. But, if catastrophe con- 
tinues, unrelieved and overwhelm- 
ing, there comes a saturation point 
in the audience’s mind. Laughter 
may break at any moment. 


Here is where the gag man is in- 
valuable. With him at the direc- 
tor’s right hand, the studio is pro- 
tected against such over-emphasis. 
His ability to know at exactly what 
point enough is enough, and where 
the story could bear a change of 
tempo, is the measure of his use- 
fulness to the director. 


Of course, many directors and 
some producers have graduated into 
their present professions after ap- 
prenticeships as gag men. In their 
ranks are names such as Frank 
Capra, Mervyn LeRoy, Archie 
Mayo, Sydney Lanfield, Ben 
Holmes, Tay Garnett, E. H. Grif- 
fith, Edward Kaufman and Leo Mc- 
Carey. These retired gag men need 
no outside help when they are di- 
recting straight drama; they know 
the limitations of too heavy-hand- 
ed tragedy, and direct accordingly. 

Bobby Vernon, a comedian of si- 
lent pictures and veteran of il 
years with Al Christie, has been 
employed lately along these lines, 
but with a slight difference. For 
the last few months he has been 
working on a picture with Charles 
Ruggles, detailed to the peculiar 
task of keeping Ruggles from be- 
ing funny. 

This might be known as “untyp- 
ing” a comedian, as Ruggles is 
playing, in this film, a_ pathetic, 
small-town newspaper owner, his 
first serious role for years. The 
chances for the story or direction to 
slip slightly, allowing Ruggles to 
betray even a trace of his usual 
screen self, would have been fatal 
to the film. Vernon watched every 
gesture and every inflection to 
make Ruggles as uncomic as pos- 
sible, 

Vernon, a small, 
with an incredible voice (a hold 
over from vaudeville days) which 
can be alto or bass at will, feels 
that there is little real difference 
between the gags used in silent pic- 
tures and those of today. “In the 
old days they threw custard pies,” 
he explains, “and now they throw 
marshmallows—they’ve just refined 
it a bit!” 

Picture making was on the 
whole, more extemporaneous in 
the very earliest days. Some one 
would have an idea that it might 
be “colossal’ to make a film 
about a runaway train, and the 
company would go out to shoot 
the picture with no more than a 
bare outline of the plot. The rest 
of the action would be filmed on 
the spot, and it was the gag man’s 
duty then to pack the film with as 
many situations as possible. How- 
ever, even today, when it some- 
times takes a film company as 
many as three years to get a story 
ready for production, there are still

many places where dialogue must 
be changed at a moment's notice, 
and again the gag man steps into 
the breach. 


Acording to Harry Ruskin, the 
former song writer and gag man, 
who is now in one of the many 
writers’ bungalows at Culver City, 
there are only three ends for gag 
men-—directing films, writing script 
and “in a bughouse.” So far he has 
taken the second, but he explains 
at length that it is only a step to 
the third end, for, to quote him 
directly: “You don’t have to be 
crazy to be in pictures, but it’s a 


great help!” 
. 

R eax writing: on the premise that 

there is really only one story that 
has ever been filmed. It is a boy, a 
girl and a dragon. Once a suitable 
dragon has been found, the frame 
of the story is set, and the comedy 
is built around it. And it is in this 
comedy carpentering that a gag 
writer finds his greatest difficulties. 
Ruskin goes back to the arrival of 
sound on the Hollywood scene _ to 
explain some of the problems of gag 
building: 

“If you stop to think, you realize 
that silent films couldn’t have jokes. 
They had comedies with titles and 
they had funny situations, but the 
line joke was unknown. Therefore, 
when sound arrived, there was a 
sudden rush for joke books, and all 
the ancient chestnuts popped into 
films every which way, regardless 
of whether they fitted the charac- 
ter of a story or not. But now all 
that is changed. If a writer wants 
to have a comedy character carry

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Nail-Biting of 
Children Hard 


Habit to Gui! 


Worry 


This Harmful Practice. 
By Angelo Patri 

AIL-BITING is a mean hanit 
N for a child to suffer under, and 

a very difficult one to remedy. 
Somehow, it gets in down deep and 
no matter what rewards and pun- 
ishments are used to destroy it, 
back it comes at the very first mo- 
ment of abstraction. 

The chewed finger ends are pain- 
ful. That calls the child’s attention 
to them and once more the abused 
finger tips go into the mouth for 
comfort and consolation, and stay 
there until some irritated grown-u) 
calls out, “Take your fingers out o7 
your mouth. Your hands are a dis- 
grace. How you can bear them is 
beyond me.” 

The habit makes keeping the 
hands in good condition a most try- 
ing and difficult task. Bitten fin- 
ger ends become calloused, or rag- 
nails or hang-nails. The finger 
ends on whose sensitivity a Keen 
sense of touch depends, become dull 
and clumsy. All forms of hand 
work suffers. The effect of all this 
on the child is to make him fearful, 
shy and backward. He knows ‘1is 
drawing and writing are not as 
good as they ought to be, and he 
knows, too, that his hands show toa 
disadvantage beside those of the 
other children. It is a bad business, 
but what can we do about it? 

First, we can know that the chil- 
dren who bite their nails are suffer- 
ing from some uneasiness in body 
and mind. We must bend our ef- 
forts toward finding what causes 
this uneasiness, this worry and dis- 
comfort, instead of trying to disci- 
pline or bribe the child into saving 
his nails. A healthy child, healthy 
in body and in mind, rarely has this 
habit. Build up the health of the 
nail-biter and the habit will be ma- 
terially reduced. At least it will he 
reduced to the place where the con- 
scious mind can take some control 
of it. 


* > * 


ORRY is at the root of much of 
Wins trouble. The mind begins 
to worry, and the discomfort 
this sets up all .over the body of 
the child sends his hands to his 
mouth for comfort. That has been 
my experience with many of the 
children so afflicted. When their 
minds can be assured, the habit 
can be checked. 
Malnutrition is another cause of 
the trouble. The undernourished 


‘child is likely to bite his nails and 


chew his fingers. His lowered vi- 
tality causes bodily discomfort. 
That in turn creates worry, and 
the habit grows strong. Put such 
a child in the care of a specialist 
who understands what is needed 
and he begins to take on weight, 
begins to play happily, and ceases 
to bite his nails, habitually. Now 
and then, when the ghost rises, he 


will take a nibble. 


Give extra care to bitten nails. 
Wash the hands with warm water 
and a pleasant soap. Rub them, 
especially the finger tips, with 
some soothing ointment like cold 
cream, warm olive oil, whatever 
comforts the tingling finger-ends. 
Remove all ragged edges, all dry 
skin. Polish the nails to a high 
polish because teeth dislike pol- 
ished nails, and that dislike calls

FTER interviewing Wilbur 
Aevans. Municipal Opera's gift to 

us girls who like our heroes 
handsome, I feel that I owe the 
United States Marine Corps an ab- 
ject apology. Somehow my deluded 
mind had always pictured a Marine 
as a tough guy who chewed plug 
tobacco, spewed swear words out of 
the corner of his mouth and en- 
joyed nothing quite so much as 
starting a little private battle 
whenever there wasn’t a world war 
to keep him busy and interested. 

Lieut. Wilbur Evans of the Ma- 
riné Corps Reserve, with his tea- 
time manners, kleig-like smile and 
a suspicion of bear oil on his black 
hair, has convinced me that my 
idea of a Marine was erroneous.

In the last five years he has 
crossed the United States five times 
doing community concerts for the 
Columbia Concerts Corporation and 
he has had two seasons of opera in 
Philadelphia. 

“Even as a child I wanted to 
sing,” Wilbur explained as _ he 
sketched over his life before fame 
came to him via the radio contest. 
“At the age of 2 I was singing for 
my brother, Walter, who was re- 
sponsible for all my early vocal in- 
struction. He took care of my voice 
as a musician would care for a 
Stradavarius. Later on in school, I 
divided my spare time between 
athletics and dramatics and af- 
ter graduation I had some vaude- 
ville offers, which I refused. At 
19, I sang for Marcella Sembrich 
and Emilio de Gogorza and was 
awarded a scholarship to the Cur- 
tis Institute.” 

In 1927, when’ Wilbur carried off 
the Atwater Kent award, he already 
had spent several summers as ath- 
letic instructor and coach in vari- 
ous boys’ camps, an avocation at 
which he was so successful that for 
a time he considered making it his 
profession if a singing career failed. 


With his singing career now as- 
sured, he has adopted the Marine 
Corps Reserve as his hobby and 
two weeks out of every summer 
he spends in encampment with 
Company C, Sixth Battalion of the 
“Devil Dogs” at Quantico, Va., 
or Sea Girt, N. J. 

“If I weren’t a singer, I'd rather 
be a Colonel in the Marine Corps 
than anything else in the world,” 
Wilbur insisted as he explained 
how he depends on his military 
duties to help keep himself in the 
proper physical condition for sing- 
ing. Besides a lot of exercising 
to keep his waistline in hand, Wil- 
bur also watches his diet. He eats 
little breakfast, no lunch and for 
dinner usually has a steak or roast 
beef, vegetables and fruit. 

“I have a weakness for spaghet- 
ti, though,” he confided. “I can’t 
have too much of it on my singer’s 
diet, but when I do indulge in spa- 
ghetti, I like it piled high on my 
plate and treated with my own spe- 
cial sauce.”

“poetic.” For Wilbur Evans’ clam 
hash, you mince a dozen clams, 
chop up two boiled potatoes, two 
onions and three stalks of crisp 
celery, mix them all together and 
moisten with a little clam juice. 
You then add a pinch of sweet mar- 
joram and fry the hash in a but- 
tered shallow skillet until your hash 
is a golden brown.

The insurgent forces came with- 
in rifle shot of the road and rail- 
road junction of the town, about 14 
miles southwest of Bilbao, and 
about 12 miles inland from the Bay 
of Biscay. The advance put the 
rebel army about one-third of the 
way to Sahtander, which is 45 
miles from Bilbao. Valmaseda is 
one of the most important Basque 
towns still in Government hands: 

Insurgent communiques reported 
a constant flow of Government de- 
serters to their ranks. 


Government reports from Madrid 
said Loyalist soldiers captured Cao- 
vo Hill and two other peaks be- 
tween the Bilbao-Santander high- 
way and Valmaseda, just west of 
the fallen Basque capital.

The planes engaged in a bit- 
ter fight, and the Government craft 
was set afire with one of its crew 
killed, the Defense Ministry an- 
nounced.

“At mid-day a Dornier plane from 
Alcazares base engaged in coast 
service was attacked northwest of 
Cape Palos by a bi-motor German 
Seaplane with which it entered into 
combat. During the fight the Loy- 
alist (Government) Dornier was set 
afire.
